LaPierre predicts 
violence^in Quebec

Professor Laurier LaPierre warned students at yesterday's 
Hyde Park that more provocations directed at Quebec would 
result'in increasing violence. According to LaPierre, this .violence 
will reach its peek in one year. 



He emphasized that English* 
spealilng Quebecers will have to 
pay the price for the federal 
<{overnment's Inability to cope 
with the demands of Quebec's 
majority. 

Facing an audience of about 
1,000, the former TV personality 
called for "an alliance of the 
left" in the province and called 
for equal mobility for French 
and English. 

He stated he was neither a 
separatist nor an indcpendcntist 
because he felt these movements 
did not offer a solution to Que> 
bee's economic and social prob- 
lems.. LaPierre said he felt our 
■ society was founded on Inequality 
and Indifférence. 

The three main problems, said 
LaPierre, at-e poor federal and 
provincial . relations,' lack of 
['/cmn^henslon^ot the wishes of 
' %rnich1|(^'niid^ and lack of 
mobility |and|8clf-detcrmination. 
He also Vompiained of domina- 
tion of society by rightists and 
moderates^ 

The professor proposed an al- 
liance of the English and French 
of Quebec. He argued that change 
was Inevitable and that only 
fools believe In leaving things as 
they arc. He expressed the fear 
that within one year "we may 
not have a country, and we will 
have lost it by default" 

Paul Hltschfield, BSc3, count- 
ered that there was no such thing 
as a French p^blem, and that 
It was only a resource Invented 
by problem-making politicians 
who want to obtain votes in the 
future. He suggested to the 
audience that they stay as, stupid 
as they were and accused La- 



Pierre of rabble-rousing and cre- 
ating unnecessary problems In 
"Canada's happiest province;" 

George Radwanskl, BA4, asked 
LaPierre how he proposed to 
achieve his goals in Quebec. Pro- 
fessor^; LaPiem^^ he 
would 'continue 'his" activities of 
the past years — barnstorming 
the country with Ids speeches, 
working within a political party, 
and convincing as many people 
as possible of the validity of his 
Ideas. 

LaPierre said that although 
the United States dominates our 
llves,-lt Is possible to change this 
through a gradual process of tak- 
ing-over and nationalizing Amer- 
ican-owned Industries.

The recurrent, almost monotonous, 
argument that the minorities will disappear 
if Quebec becomes jndependent has, rightly 
or wrongly, become trivial . when compared 
to survival in a state where 85% of your key 
industries are foreign-owned. 

The cold statistics seem to justify this 
position t 35% of the population of French 
origin outside Quebec is|niS|^longer capable 
of speaking French. In Newfoundland, to 
take an extreme example, only 18.3% of 
the people of French origin are still capable 
of speaking their mother tongue. 

Further, in many provinces it -is im- 
possible for a Frenchman to get an education 
in his own language. In Saskatchewan 
schools, for example, not only is French 
taught in English, but there exists an ab- 
solute ban on the use of any other language. 

In a poll taken three years ago, 86.4% 



opposed the idea of teaching a second lan- 
guage. What's more, 61.3% felt that, if a 
second longiiage were ..introduced, it 
shouldn't be Frehchf So'much for bilingual- 
ism. 

Along the same line, a striking, if al- 
nriost imperceptible, evolution has taken 
place within Quebec nationalism. The di- 
vorce of the once-formidciBlif Liberal one-two 
punch of Lévesque and Kierans is highly 
significant. It is obvious now that Kierans . 
underestimated the force^^oncl^isjudged the 
direction of Quebec na fi^^ tom. 

He -came to understand' that his bed- 
mates were thinking in terms of a bi-polor 
federalism at best — the long flirtation made 
possible by, agreement on socio-economic 
objectives hGic|||tfw ended. 

Many Québécois ore no longer talking 
of the economic disadvantages^fjndepen- 
dence, but rather of the PMsibmMMys of 
minimizing its impact. Thus,jMpHBTO| ele- 
ment of independence (taken in a general 
sense) Is becoming more important relative 
to the economic one. 

Thé point is that Canadian nationhood, 
ij^yyithilte^ for the two founding 

peoples (to coin it in hypocritical PC rhetoric) 
has failed. The new situation, or the new 
problem, is how to accommodate two states 
in a way beneficial to both. Many- of our 
most eminent scholars have suggested that 
federalism, like a sock, is of the stretchy va- 
riety. Others hdyé opted for independence.

The march stopped every ten; 
yards while proceeding across 
the Arlington Memorial Bridge, 
probably in the hope that some 
order could be restored in the 
shredded ranks. 

Once across the bridge, every 
semblance of a march-type for- 
mation disappeared. Apparently 
the authorities had switched 
routes on the march organizers. 
Nobody really knows why; Pro- 
bably just to be nasty. 

Several hundred yards away 
from the Pentagon, the march- 
ers started to race pell-meli 
across . shrubbery, through thic- 
kets^ over hiirand- dale' to the 
gas and gun-wielding troops. |.
